Mr. Hess stated that he wished to enclose 
the porch so that his wife, who’s health is 
not good, would have a place to sit in the 
fresh air.

The 
Board found, based on testimony and evi- 
dence, that a number of front porches have 
been enclosed in the immediate area and 
that this change would not adversely affect 
or adjoining property or the general wel- 
‘are.

WHEREAS, Section 26¢ does not prohibit 
the consumption of alcoholic beverages, in- 
eluding the carrying of one’s own liquor 
under circumstances where, among other 
items, there is not a consideration paid; 
and 


WHEREAS, this distinction provides a 
great administrative burden; now, there- 
fore, be it 


RESOLVED, and the Civic Center Board 
recommends that all lessees obtain a 
twenty-four hour liquor permit when there 
is an entrance fee, or any other considera- 
tion moving from the guests to the lessee 
until such time as a liquor license may be 
assigned to the Civic Center or its repre- 
sentative.
